HUNS FEAR ATTACK 


IN ALSACE SECTOR

Geneva, Oct. 3.—German military au 
thorities have begun to remove the 
inhabitants of Alsace, according to the 
Democrate, in expectation of a Franco- 
American attack on the frontier. 
The inhabitants of 20 villages includ- 
ing Perrette, Goutavon and Winkel al- 
ready have been sent to Bavaria. Some 
of the villagers have escaped across 
the Swiss frontier. Fear of disorder 
is rampant throughout Alsace Lor- 
raine, not only among the civilians but 
also among the military forces. Food 
is scarce and little fuel is available. 
The German authorities in Alsace-Lor- 
raine, the Democrate adds, are afraid 
of a general uprising in those prov- 
inces when the allies cross the frontier. 


No advance made by.the allies on the western front has-been more spectacu- 
lar -nor more gratifying- than that made ~by the Belgians, aided by British and 
French units. Starting several days ago from the north of-Tpres, the troops of 
King'Albert made gains whfcn brought them to Roulers, an'important rail center 
nearly eight miles from the nearest point in the battle line'~east of Y.pres. Re- 
ports ThuraJay indicate that 'the advance continues, htough more slowly. It 
was'this menace that forced the German withdrawal in the region of Armen- 
tieres- and La Bassee. ' The white line on the map shows the approximate ad- 
vance.

TURKEY DEMANDS 


AID FROM BERLIN 


Kaiser Attempts to Send

cutter in the naval service, was lost off the English-coast, September 
26, with all on board while on convoy duty. 


Ten officers and 102 enlisted men of the crew, one British officer, 


and five civilian employes, lost their lives. 


A navy .department statement today announcing the disaster, 


says the^ship was sunk at night in the Bristol channel and that reports 
indicate that she was struck by a torpedo while escorting a convoy. 


Captain C. Satterlee, of the coast guard, commanded the cutter. 


Apparently there were no eye-witnesses to the sinking. The navy's 
report saya an explosion was felt after the Tampa had gone welb 
ahead of the convoy aboujb 8:43 p. m., and that later quantities oft 
wreckage, one of the Tampa's lifebelts and the bodies of two uniden- 
tified officers in uniform were found.

These are times when entrance to the 


army camps" should be more strictly 
guarded, 
and 
the 
closest 
scrutiny 


should be given to the movements of 
all persons giving suspicion of disloyal- 
ty and malice. 


Out door air and sunlight help avert 


this or any other disease. 
In tightly 


closed workshops, stores and railroad 
trains, it is no wonder that people be- 
come so enfeebled by bad air and that 
the germs become so contagious. It is 
a common sight to see hundreds of per- 
sons attending a meeting in a room 
where you can see no sign of any ven- 
tilation except the opening of a door 
when some one goes out. 


If anyone feeling the oppressiveness 


of the atmosphere, attempts to open a 
window, the black looks he gets from 


o neighbors lead him to desist. 
Employers in localities where grip 


prevails find the disease is 
big handi- 


cap to their production. If this thing j 
gees much farther, it will hold up the 
war work. 
People who have charge 


of workshops will do well to see that 
they are well supplied with fresh air. 
Workpeople should wear warm clothes 
so they can stand a few drafts. 
The 


girls with the mosquito netting waists 
should substitutte something more ap- 
propriate to fall weather. A little ef- 
fort to keep ourselves in good physical 
condition will save many serious and 
some fatal illnesses, and help keep the 
industrial machinery of the country 
running.

hen the United States learned that 


American officers 
held in Germany 
ere not being 
paid 
their salaries, 


hereupon the pay of German officers 
eld by our government was stopped. 


The Germans were unwilling to give 
Americans the same rate of pay pre- 
cribed for their rank in the United 
tales service and the United States 
vas not willing for its men to accept 
lie paltry wages of German officers. 
And so the matter stood. 
The com- 
romise is not favorable to our officers 
f higher rank nor is it to the Heuten- 
nts. of whom more will be captured, 
ut it promises better living for them 
uring their capitivity than they would 
jave enjoyed had they been allowed 
he rate of German officers of corres- 
onding rank. 
The lieutenants who fall prisoners 


vill get 350 marks, or $83.35 a month 
nd the officers of higher rank 400 
marks. 
German officers in American 
,amps or interned here will receive the 
>ame pay. Thus the matter is adjusted 
nd will stand unless the conference 
n prisoners now in progress in switz- 
rland alters the arrangement. 
Now that an agreement has been 
eached something ought to be done by 
ur War Department toward obtaining 
uthority to give regular monthly allot- 
ments to the dependent wives of cap- 
ured officers. 
Their pay stops when 
hey are taken by the enemy, and it is 
jur understanding that the wives get 
icthing. The condition is unjust and 
•ught to be rectified at once.

Air Scouts Report Move- 


ment of Foe Troops at 
Many Points In West. 


( Compiled from A. P. Dispatches) 
Prince Maxllian of Buden, a man 


whose peace views are known to be op- 
posed of the pan-Cierinans, has been 
named German imperial chancellor, it is 
reported from Amsterdam. Prince Max- 
iliiin is the recognized head of the Del- 
brueck moderates and is a man whom 
the 
anti-militaristic 
elements of the 


empire may gather in an effort to 
bring about a negotiated peace. 


With 
their lines 
broken 
in many 


places and held together only by su- 
perhuman efforts at nearly every point 
in the active sectors from the Xorth 
sea to Verdun the Germans appear to 
have reached the limit of their endur- 
ance and are beginning to retreat. This 
withdrawal is not limited to any single 
sec-tor but evidences of it are reported 
at many points along the battle line. 


Out flanked and imperilled by the 


advance of the Anglo-Belgian armies 
east of Ypres. the enemy is now rapidly 
retiring from the La Eassee sector. 
It 


is reported that Menin and Roulers 
are burning, that the Belgians are with- 
in two-miles of Tourcoing and that 
Lille is being emptied of its civilian 
population. 


Around St. Quentin the fighting still 


continues, but it has apparently taken 
on an aspect of a rear guard engage- 
ment at some points. 
Xear Rheims 


the Ge'mans are dropping back before 
the 
advance of General Eerthelot's 


army. 
In Champagne the enemy is 


lowly giving ground as General Bou- 
raud moves northward. 
.In the Belgian sector the situation 
s seemingly most critical for the Ger- 
mans. 
Their retirement from La Bas- 


;ee would appear to make necessary 
he abandonment of the district of Lens 
o which the enemy has clung with 
jersistence since 1914. 
If Lille also 
alls the whole German line for a dis- 
ance southward may be rolled up if 
here is not a prompt re-location or 
he enemy's forces. There are reports 
)f the Germans moving their havy 
guns back from the western Flanders 
coast and rumors come from Holland 
hat the whole coast may be evacuated. 


British, French and American forces 
seem to have definitely broken the 
Hindenburg 
line between La Catelet 


ind St. Quentin. They are across the 
Somme river which was the strongest 
ine of defense in this sector. Ahead 
of them is rolling country over which 
hey can resort to open warfare and 
hen comes the Oise river with its line 
of railroad which affords the only di- 
rect means of escape for the Germans 
iclding the front from La Fere south- 
ward to the Ailette. 
North of Rheims the French threat- 
n to reach the open country. 
They 


lave carried the hill positions which 
afforded defensive positions and seem 
ready to bound forward across the low- 
ands to the east of the Aisne canal, 


they succeed in carrying out this 


drive they will compel the enemy both, 
o the west and east of them to re- 
treat. 
In the Champagne and the Argonne 


he French and Americans are fight- 
ng hard and progress seems to be 
very slow but the strategy of Mai-shal 


'och evidently has this in view and

With Damascus lost to the British,

Although official 
announcement 
was 


made early today that there were 20 
additional deaths from pneumonia at 
the base hospital at Camp Sherman be 
tween noon Wednesday and midnight 
today, making the total mortality list 
65, medical authorities today were of 
the opinion that the crisis 
had been 
passed in the Spanish influenza epidem 
ic. Four thousand cases of the disease 
have been reported and the quarantine 
of the camp is being strictly enforced. 


The total number of deaths 
from 


Spanish influenza reached 81 at noon 
today. 
A 75 percent decrease in the 


number of new cases has been noted in 
the last 24 hours. 


One favorable 
omen 
was the an- 


nouncement that new cases were being 
reported at 
less 
frequent 
intervals. 


Even the discovery of influenza among 
civilians at Chillicothe, where 251 cases 
were reported Wednesday, failed to 
shake the optimism of local and federal 
officials. 


As an additional precautionary meas- 


ure at Camp 
Sherman, all post ex- 
changes have 
been closed and 
the 


united efforts of every camp organiza 
tion are being directed toward combat- 
ing the disease. Even the training of 
the men has been subordinate to the 
checking of the disease. 


Colonel Tyree Rivers, commandant, is 


one of the most tireless workers at the 
cantonment, attending all conferences 
of camp doctors, visiting the patients 
at the base hospital and infirmaries and 
putting all camp machinery at the dis- 
posal of the medical officers.

German 
infantrymen, spurred on by their offi- 
cers, stood up before 
them offering 


hand-to-hand combat.

the struggle. One Brooklyn regiment 
took and retook a position known as 
the "Knoll" three, times.

TT was late in the afternoon, and a tireless 
1 Yankee regiment that had already pur- 
sued the retreating Germans across more 
than ten miles of France was resting for a 
few moments in a roadside ditch, a bat- 
tered old road that wound its shady way 
through the ancient forest of Fere. You 
would have seen them all luxuriating in 
their breathing spell, the young lieutenants 
lounging comfortably* the battalion com- 
mander sitting with his back propped 
against a tree. 


His name was Leahy—Capt. Francis M. 


Leahy, of Lawrence, Mass:, one who had 
done his turn hi the ranks and who used 
to tell of the days when he was orderly to 
Capt. Pershing out in the Philippines. He 
had just caught the signal from down the 
road that the regiment* was to fall in and 
move on when, whining out of space, came 
a German shell. 


It plowed up the earth and stretched on 


the ground several men who were just get- 
ting to their feet, wounding some of them* 
It hit the tree against which the captain 
was leaning and snapped it off like an 
asparagus stalk.

In a shed 
were sue Boches whom the fight had swept 
past without noticing. 


Their hands went up in a jiffy. 
When 
the little private reported at the dressing 
station for treatment, the six were still 
with him.
